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School lunch 
prices to 
increase 

Taylor County to increase prices, 
Campbellsville to discuss prices next month

When students head back to 
school in August, they could 
have to pay a bit more for their 
breakfast and lunch. 

At Taylor County schools, those 
who qualify for reduced lunches 
won’t have to pay for them at 
all. 

At last week’s regular Taylor 
County Board of Education 
meeting, Food Service Director 
Gertie Graves told members she 
has tried to keep lunch prices 
affordable, and remembers only 
one increase in lunch prices dur¬ 
ing her time at the District. 

However, Graves, who will 
retire on Friday, said an increase 
is necessary for the upcoming 
school year. 


Graves said all school districts 
in the state must abide by new 
paid lunch equity requirements 
included in the Healthy, Hun¬ 
gry-Free Kids Act of 2010. 

In the new requirements, the 
average cost of paid lunches is 
compared to the federal reim¬ 
bursement for free and reduced 
lunches. If the comparison 
doesn’t meet an average price, 
the school isn’t compliant with 
the regulations. 

At Taylor County School Sys¬ 
tem, Graves said, those who pay 
for their lunch at Taylor County 
Elementary School pay $1.50. At 
Taylor County middle and high 
schools, students pay $1.75. 

Graves said the District 
receives 26 cents in federal 
reimbursement for paid lunches,

Schuhitiann logs 1 million safe miles for Postal Service 


Only two other local Postal Service 
workers have reached this milestone

U.S. Postal Service worker Richard Schuhmann 
has accomplished a feat few people can boast. 
Last month, Schuhmann joined the National 
Safety Council’s Million Mile Club, which 
requires members to work 30 years or drive one 
million miles without an at-fault accident. He is 
the third postal worker from Campbellsville to 
achieve this mark. 

“I never thought when I started in 1982 that I’d 
make it to this mark,” said Schuhmann, a 30-year 
employee of the USPS. 


Schuhmann said one reason he accomplished 
this feat is because of changes to the county 
roads. 

“The roads are much better in Taylor County 
now than when I started, and that helps a lot,” he 
said. “There are also fewer gravel roads than 
there used to be.” 

Schuhmann credits his accident-free record to 
making a conscientious check of all safety issues 
at all times. 

“You have to make a mental note of it every 
day,” he said. “It’s something you have to work at. 
I make sure the drivers can see my turn signals, 
I think about what I do before I do it, and years 
of training help, too.”

Kenneth L. Agee, 46, of 
665 W. Martin Road, was 
indicted last Tuesday by a 
Taylor County grand jury 

Agee was charged with 
third-degree assault, 
attempted first-degree 
unlawful transaction with 
a minor younger than 16, 
promoting a sexual perfor¬ 
mance by a minor younger 
than 16, resisting arrest 
and being a first-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

According to a Taylor 
County Sheriff’s Office 
report, deputies and Ken¬ 
tucky State Probation and 
Parole officers responded 
to Agee’s home on May 9 to 
investigate a possible 
parole violation and possi¬ 
ble crimes committed 
against a child. 

The report states that, 
while attempting to arrest 
Agee, he fled to a back 
room, retrieved a metal 
bat and a struggle ensued. 

During the struggle, Agee 
allegedly struck a Taylor 
County Sheriff’s deputy twice, 
though he wasn’t injured. 

A brief standoff occurred, 
the report states, and sher¬ 
iff’s deputies and Camp- 
bellsville Police ultimately 
took Agee into custody after 
using non-lethal weapons. 

The report states that the 
charges against Agee stem 
from an investigation that 
revealed he allegedly 
directed a 12-year-old girl 
to perform illegal sexual 
acts and then attempted to 
pay her for the acts. 

Agee is a registered sex 
offender. According to the 
registry, he is a 10-year 
registrant that committed 
first-degree sexual abuse. 

Bond was set at $100,000 
cash and he was ordered to 
not have contact with the 
alleged victims. 

If convicted, Agee could 
be sentenced to as much as 
35 years in prison. The 
charge of being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender could 
increase any sentence he 
might receive. 

Jesse Durham 

The man 
who allegedly 
killed his 
great-grand¬ 
mother with a 
hammer has 
been indicted 
on charges 
alleging he 
assaulted a 
corrections 
staff member 
while in custody 

Jesse Durham, 20, of 102 
Eads St., is currently housed 
at the Taylor County Deten¬ 
tion Center awaiting trial on a 
first-degree murder charge. 


According to court 
records, Durham has said 
he argued with his great¬ 
grandmother, Elizabeth 
Arinsmier, on Feb. 10 at 
her Daisy Drive home and 
then struck her with a 
hammer until she died. He 
has pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and could 
receive as much as life in 
prison if found guilty. 

Records state that on 
May 13, Durham refused 
to be escorted out of his 
cell and then struck Depu¬ 
ty Daniel Miller on his 
face. Durham was charged 
with third-degree assault 
and being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Bond was set at $150,000 
cash. If convicted, Durham 
could be sentenced to as 
much as five years in pris¬ 
on. The charge of being a 
persistent felony offender 
could increase any sen¬ 
tence he might receive.

• David Hooper aka Mor¬ 
gan, 50, of 6911 Brooklawn 
Drive, Apt #2, in Louis¬ 
ville, was charged with 
eight counts of prohibited 
use of electronic means to 
procure a minor for sexual 
activity, eight counts of 
first-degree distribution of 
obscene matter to a minor 
and attempted first-degree 
unlawful transaction with 
a minor younger than 16. 

Bond was set at $15,000 
cash. He was ordered to not 
have contact with the 
alleged victim or any of the 
alleged victim’s family 
members. If convicted, he 
could be sentenced to as 
much as 30 years in prison. 

• David Absher, 57, of 
Greensburg, Joseph “Joey” 
Absher, 35, of 2073 Sum- 
mersville Road in Greens¬ 
burg, and Charles Whit¬ 
lock, 27, of Highway 88 in 
Greensburg, were charged 
with engaging in organized 
crime for the theft of retail 
merchandise for resale. 

Bond for the three was 
set at $15,000 cash each. If 
convicted, they could each 
be sentenced to as much as 
10 years in prison. 

• Julian L. Underwood, 
26, of 218 Bridgeport Cir¬ 
cle in Columbia, and Adam 
Edwards, 24, of 211 Shady 
Lane in Campbellsville, 
were charged with second- 
degree robbery. Under¬ 
wood was also charged 
with being a first-degree 
persistent felony offender 
and Edwards was charged 
with being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Bond was set at $20,000 
cash for Underwood and 
Edwards, and they were 
ordered to not have con¬ 
tact with the alleged victim 
or family members. If con¬ 
victed, the defendants 
could each be sentenced to 
as much as 10 years in 
prison. The charge of being 
a persistent felony offend¬ 
er could increase any sen¬ 
tence they might receive. 

• Chris Farmer, 42, of 214 
Southern Drive in Camp¬ 
bellsville, was charged with 
second-degree assault.Bond 
was set at $15,000 cash and 
he was ordered to not have 


contact with the alleged vic¬ 
tim or any of the alleged 
victim’s family members. If 
convicted, Farmer could be 
sentenced to as much as 10 
years in prison. 

• William Robert Rigdon, 
27, of 9517 New Columbia 
Road in Campbellsville, was 
charged in two separate 
indictments with four counts 
of first-degree wanton 
endangerment, first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance, tampering with 
physical evidence, four 
counts of third-degree ter¬ 
roristic threatening, theft 
by unlawful taking of a fire¬ 
arm, possession of a hand¬ 
gun by a convicted felon 
and being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Bond was set at $15,000 
cash and Rigdon was 
ordered to not have con¬ 
tact with the alleged victim 
or any of the alleged vic¬ 
tim’s family members. 

• Tracy M. Yocum, 26, of 
701 Cottage Court in Camp¬ 
bellsville, was charged 
with receiving less than 
$10,000 in stolen property 
from an automobile, first- 
degree fleeing or evading 
police, DUI, her third 
offense, with an aggrava- 
tor, driving with a license 
suspended for DUI and 
reckless driving. 

Bond was set at $500,000 
cash. If convicted, Yocum 
could be sentenced to as 
much as 10 years in prison. 

• Tony L. Skaggs, 38, of 
1285 Tom Stearman Road in 
Summersville, was charged 
with first-degree burglary. 

Bond was set at 10 per¬ 
cent of $5,000 and he was 
ordered to not have contact 
with the alleged victim.

substance and shoplifting. 

Bond was set at $1,000, 
unsecured, and he was 
ordered to not have con¬ 
tact with Walmart. If con¬ 
victed, McAllister could be 
sentenced to as much as 
five years in prison. 

• Carla F. McAlister, 31, 
of 415 Durham Lane in 
Greensburg, was charged 
with theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing more than $500. 

Bond was set at 10 per¬ 
cent of $5,000 and he was 
ordered to not have contact 
with the alleged victim and 
be monitored by probation 
and parole staff.

Local man receives probation for sex crime 


Will register as sex 
offender for 20 years

A Campbellsville man 
has been sentenced to pro¬ 
bation after pleading 
guilty to sexually abusing 
a 6-year-old girl. 

Nathan Jay Bradshaw, 
24, of 420 Kenny St., was 
indicted last August by a 
Taylor County grand jury 
and charged with first- 
degree sexual abuse of a 
girl younger than 12 and 
being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Bradshaw appeared 
before Taylor Circuit 
Court Judge Dan Kelly in 
March and entered a 
guilty plea to first-degree 
sexual abuse. The persis¬ 
tent felony offender 
charge was dismissed. 

On Tuesday, Bradshaw 
appeared before Kelly for 
sentencing. Bradshaw was 


sentenced to five years’ 
probation and ordered to 
register as a sex offender 
for 20 years and to not 
have contact with the vic¬ 
tim or the victim’s family. 

Bradshaw’s probation 
sentence will be served 
after he completes an addi¬ 
tional probation sentence. 

A diversion Bradshaw 
received in another crimi¬ 
nal case was voided in 
March after he pleaded 
guilty to the sexual abuse 
charge. In the earlier case, 
Bradshaw pleaded guilty 
in September 2007 to 
receiving more than $300 
in stolen property. 

On Tuesday, Bradshaw 
was sentenced to five 
years’ probation for violat¬ 
ing the terms of his diver¬ 
sion. In all, Bradshaw will 
serve 10 years’ probation. 

Bradshaw was also ordered 
to pay a $1,000 fine. 

Court records state that 
Bradshaw’s case was settled 
during a mediation confer¬ 
ence on Friday, March 2.

Records 
state that the girl told inves¬ 
tigators that Bradshaw told 
her not to tell anyone.

Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney John 
Miller, the prosecutor in 
the case, could not be 
reached before press time 
to comment on the case. 

If convicted by a jury, 
Bradshaw could have been 
sentenced to as much as 
10 years in prison. Court 
records also list Brad¬ 
shaw’s address as 117 
Phillips Drive in Camp¬ 
bellsville.

She said those figures mean 
that the District receives

and free lunch students and 
only $1.76 or $2.01 in revenue 
from those who pay full price 
for their lunches. 

Graves said Districts that 
charge less than $2.51 for 
paid lunches are required to 
adjust their average lunch 
prices to bridge the gap in 
revenue between paid and

reduced and free lunches or 
they could lose federal funding. 

“They’re in essence making 
us raise the price,” she said. 

Graves presented Board 
members with a survey of 
local school lunch prices, to 
which Taylor County was one 
of the lowest. 

She said the District 
received a waiver for last 
school year so it did not have 
to abide by the paid lunch 
equity requirements. Howev¬ 
er, she said, the District must 
comply for the 2012-2013 
school year. 

When using a provided for¬ 
mula, the District could raise 
its lunch prices a dime each, 
going to $1.60 at the elemen¬ 
tary school and $1.85 at the 
middle and high schools, and 
be compliant. 

“Reluctantly, I recommend 
that we increase prices,” 
Graves said. Superintendent 
Roger Cook said the District 


will lose $69,000 in federal 
funding per month if it doesn’t 
comply with paid lunch equity 
standards. The increased 
prices will still keep the Dis¬ 
trict at one of the lowest in the 
area. 

“It’s what we have to do.” 

Board member Lilian Clark 
made a motion to approve the 
increases, which Jim 
Cheatham seconded and was 
unanimously approved. 

To help with the increase, 
Graves said, the District has 
the option this upcoming 
school year to waive the cost 
for reduced lunches. She said 
this might encourage some 
parents to see if their chil¬ 
dren qualify for reduced 
lunch. Cook said that would 
be beneficial. 

“It costs the District money 
when they don’t apply,” he said. 

Graves said she doesn’t 
know if the District will be 
able to waive reduced lunch 


fees for more than one school 
year, so she believes it should 
take advantage while the 
option is there. 

According to Graves, enroll¬ 
ment at the Taylor County 
School System last school 
year was 2,690 students. Of 
those, 262, or 9.74 percent, 
qualified for reduced-cost 
lunches. Nearly 48 percent, or 
1,283 students, received free 
lunches. 

In all, 57 percent of Taylor 
County’s students received 
free or reduced lunches.

Cook said he has received 
several phone calls from peo¬ 


ple who have said they want 
to be a part of the Taylor 
County School District 
because of its innovation. 

He said he realizes it could 
be difficult finding a candi¬ 
date willing to go from a 
school of 400 students to 
1,250, the largest elementary 
population in the state. 

“For the same or less 
money,” he said. “It will be a 
hard sale. 

“I feel very confident that 
we’ll find a good person. If 
not, we’ll appoint an interim 
and look again.” 

Cook said he would like to 
have a replacement for Clif¬ 
ford named by July 1. 

The TCES site-based deci¬ 
sion making council met on 
Friday afternoon to review the 
results from principal surveys, 
develop interview questions 
and screen applicants.

Durham said the Board 
is excited about having 
Strong-Porter move up to 
Curry’s position. Since she 
already works for GRM, 
he said, she knows how the 
operation works and what 
to expect from the posi¬ 
tion. 

“ She’s experienced the 
pressure,” he said. “It’s a 
quick learning curve for her. 

“She’s got lots of energy.” 

Durham said the Board 
is sad to see Curry leave 
GRM. She became involved 
with GRM when it was just 
an idea, he said. 

She had no experience in 
social work but had a love 
for helping people. 

“She’s been there from 
the first nail driven,” he 
said. “We’re excited for 
her and what God’s gonna 
want her to do.” 

Curry, who lives in 
Greensburg, got involved 
with GRM in 2006 when 
attending a meeting to fill 
in for a Campbellsville 
University professor. 
Curry received bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees in 
social work from CU. 

“It was completely a God 
thing,” she said. “[I] had 
always had a heart for the 
homeless.” 

Curry said her job 
includes administrative 
work, grant writing, man¬ 
aging the many who volun¬ 
teer at GRM and a number 
of duties in between. 

“Whatever needs to be 
done, I get it done,” she 
said. 

And it’s the many duties 
and pressure of running 
GRM that Curry says have 
weighed on her. 

“My heart has been heavy 
for a while,” she said. “It’s 
been a lot for me. 

“Being responsible for 
everything and having 
such a passion for it has 
been very draining,” she 
said. 

Curry has already begun 
working at her new job 
doing some training one 
day a week. She will work 
in case management at a 
private counseling agency. 
She said she is excited 
about continuing to serve

people but in a different 
capacity. Curry will work 
with children and families 
who are experiencing 
behavioral issues. 

“To have an impact in 
children’s lives is a pretty 
big deal,” she said. “[A new 
co-worker] said, 'You’re 
gonna get to see kids blos¬ 
som.’ That just fills my 
heart.” 

And though Curry is leav¬ 
ing GRM, she said she still 
believes in its mission and 
has a passion for it. 

“I still love it,” she said. 
“I love it dearly. I’ve had a 
lot of pride in it.” 

Curry said she feels 
blessed to have helped 
GRM get off the ground. 

“I grew with it,” she said. 
“And I realize that the 
Board took a chance. 

“It’s truly been blood, 
sweat and tears.” 

Curry said the most 
rewarding part of her time 
at GRM has been seeing 
people who were once 
homeless get jobs and 
become successful. 

“The ones that do have 
that success story, it means 
so much,” she said. 

Curry said she remem¬ 
bers one client whose fam¬ 
ily had kicked him out of 
their home with nothing. 

“He had nowhere to go,” 
she said. “No job. No car. 
No house.” 

The man now volunteers 
at GRM from time to 
time. 

“He’s happy to give back,” 
she said. “To me, that’s 
success.” 

Curry said about 60 peo¬ 
ple are housed at the home¬ 
less shelter each year. She 
said some still say they 
didn’t know that Taylor 
County had a homeless 
shelter. Some communi¬ 
ties, she said, would be 
resistant of such a shelter. 
Larger cities like Eliza¬ 
bethtown, she said, don’t 
have a shelter. And Curry 
said Taylor County resi¬ 
dents support GRM in 
more ways than volunteer¬ 
ing. Residents also chip in 
to help GRM help others. 

“Even though the econo¬ 
my is where it’s at,” she 


said. “So we consider that 
a huge blessing.” 

Strong-Porter, of Camp¬ 
bellsville, is a social work 
major at Campbellsville 
University. She expects to 
graduate in May. 

Strong-Porter came to 
GRM after seeing an 
advertisement for an Ame- 
riCorps worker. She said 
she spends her time help¬ 
ing people find shelter. 
And helping people is 
nothing unusual for 
Strong-Porter. 

She has served as a legal 
secretary in California, 
the first black police offi¬ 
cer in Campbellsville and 
an assistant to a school 
superintendent at Camp¬ 
bellsville School System. 

“I got to serve people and 
try to help them out with 
different situations,” she 
said, whether it was in the 
classroom or on the streets 
of Campbellsville. 

“It is rewarding,” she 
said. 

Strong-Porter said she 
felt led to apply for Curry’s 
position, even though she 
was reluctant to answer 
the call. 

“[I said], 'Lord, whatever 
is your will is what I want 
to do.’” 

Strong-Porter said she 
sees her new position as a 
great opportunity to con¬ 
tinue helping people. 

When first applying at 
GRM, Strong-Porter said 
she remembers telling 
Curry, “I know my pur¬ 
pose. I’m supposed to be 
here.” 

Strong-Porter said the 
workers and volunteers are 
GRM are truly a team. 

Durham said he doesn’t 
anticipate any changes to 
the services GRM offers 
when Strong-Porter takes 
over. 

And even though GRM 
has been in operation for 
several years now, Dur¬ 
ham said, there are still 
people who don’t know 
there is a homeless shelter 
or even homeless people 
in Taylor County. 

“We continue to strive to 
get the message out.”

Schuhmann knows that 
at any time, things can 
occur that you don’t 
expect. “I’ve been able to 


survive out on the road 
for 30 years, five days a 
week with no accidents,” 
he said. “But you are 
tempting fate putting 
those kind of miles in on 
the road without an acci¬ 
dent. My route is 72 miles, 
640 boxes long. I’ve been 
blessed with a good 
guardian angel.”
